In De¬ 
cember the committee will 
review and have on hand 
for member perusal the 
literature pertinent to the 
topic. 

Impressions of the chang¬ 
ing political situation be¬ 
tween 1920 and 1951 will be 
presented by Rev. E. Pearce 
Hayes in January. He and 
his wife, past missionaries 
to China, were the last 
Americans allowed out of 
China by the Communists. 

Rev. and Mrs. Hayes are the 
parents of committee mem¬ 
ber, Mrs. Milton Valois. 

Insight into the Status of 
Women in China Today will 
be offered by a wife of a 
Chinese student in March. 

Films, titles to be an- 
nounced, will provide an 
enjoyable and informative 
February program.

The electric power situation in the Canadian provinces 
is basically comparable to that in this country.
